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Two meetings were held Mon- 
day between officials of the L&N 
Railway and. Commuters of the 
Mississippi Gulf Coast. 

A morning meeting took place 
in an upstairs room of the Union 
Terminal Station in New Orleans 
with about 40 present represent- 
ing the Gulf Coast Commuters. 
.A second meeting was held Mon- 
day night in the Auditorium of 
Bay High School. Representation 
in the interest of commuters num- 
bered about 125 with Mayor John 
Scafide and ,€ommissioners J. C. 
Glover and Warren Traub of 
Bay St. Louis, Mayor Garfield 
Ladner, Waveland, R. G. Hubbard 
and Charles Russ, Hancock Coun- 
ty Board of Supervisors, City At- 
torney Dan. M. Russell, Jr., and 
Ray Fournea of the State Public 
Service Commission, Jackson, pres- 
ent. 

W. Gavin Whitsett, Assistant to 
the President of the L&N, from 
Louisville, Ky., conducted the 
meeting. Other railroad officials 
present were R. A. Stanley, Gen- 
eral Passenger Agent, and Clark 
Schumacher, Asst. Passenger Agt., 
New Orleans. 

The meeting was operated on a 
question and answer basis, with 
Whitsett requesting suggestions 
from the audience on ways and 
means to put the commuter ser- 
vice of the Mississipi Gulf Coast 
on a paying basis. 

Pamphlets were distributed by 
railroad personnel with informa- 
tion pertinent to losses suffered 
on the service in ‘question. 

According to figures given, the 
railroad has suffered a steady de- 
crease in passengers on commuter 
trains during the past five years, 
with figures of 75,988 passengers 
riding during 1952 against 51,- 
026 during 1956, with increased 
expenditures from $93,392 in 1952 
against $141,190 in 1956. Losses 
in 1952 claimed ty the railway 
on this service were $21,921 and 
in 1956, $86,163. The expenses 
were approximated, but said by 
the railway representative to be 
sufficiently accurate to illustrate 
the deficit incurred by the trains 
in question. 

Among questions put to Whit- 
sett were “How much does the 
L&N spend annually advertising 
the advantages of living on the 
Gulf Coast, with a view to in- 
creasing passengers” Whitsett an- 
swered “None.” “How much does 
the L & N spend annually on 
over all advertising? $145,- 
000.00.” How much is the gross 
and net profits of the railroad?” 

“Gross of 240 million with net 
profits of $25 million for last 
year.” With this someone said 
“And less money spent gn adver- 
tising than by a local New Or- 
leans brewery.” 

It was also brought to the at- 
tention of Whitsett and other rail- 
road representation that the 
freight of the L & N suffered 
.because of lack of moral good- 
-will by the company, and that 
more freight could be obtained 
if more cooperation were given, 
and that continued commuter ser- 
vice would substantially increase 
such freight, thereby offsetting 
losses which might be suffered on 
passenger service. 

The question was asked if the 
railroad operated as a public util- 
ity. This was answered with a 
parried affirmative by Whitsett, 
who said yes, but amended that 
it was necessary for the company 
to make money also. 

Whitsett said that in an effort 
“to economize, the L & N had re- 
duced coaches on the commuter 
from four to three and that the 
reduction of one coach saved 
$10,000.00 annually. 

Fom Schaffer offered one of 
the most constructive suggestions 
at the meeting by presenting the 
fact that most commuters do not 
ride -into the, city to work . on 
Saturday, and tuai ihust who did! 
could ride one,of the other trains. 
He asked Whitsett what could be 
saved if the commuter were not 
run on Saturday, and Whitsett 
said about , $22,000.00 annually. 
4 majority present seemed to 
feel that Schaffer’s suggestion was 
practical, with Whittsett agreeing.

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Search For Supervisors Ant 


Dale Morris 
Continues 


A week ago today, Dale Morris, 
charged with the murder of 
Charles Flink, and being held for 
a fourth trial in September, in 
the Harrison County jail, Gulf- 
port, executed an escape which 
created sensation. 

During the week an intensive 
search has been conducted for the 
escaped prisoner in all sections 
of the country. 

Mrs. Peggy Goudelock. using 
the name of Peggy Smythe was 
questioned by California authori- 
ties when she was picked up in 
Seal Beach, California, earlier this 
week. Mrs, Goudelock had taken 
Morris’ four year old son to Cal- 
ifornia. 

Questioned for a couple of days 
with regard to possible connection 
with Morris’ escape, police re- 
leased Mrs. Goudelock yesterday. 

Two automobiles with Mississip- 
pi license plates were reported 
seen in the locality by Califor- 
nia police. One car a two toned 
blue 1955 model carrying a Har- 
rison County tag was located in 
front of the Seal Beach home 
į where the Goudelock woman was 
staying. It was at first believed 
this might have been the escape 
car used by Morris. Boyce Holle- 
man, District Attorney was re- 
ported to have said after inves- 
tigation there was no definite 
evidence to link the car with the 
escape of Morris. 

Another car, a 1950 model car- 
rying a 1956 Harrison tag is the 
object of continued police check- 
ing. A check of the car’s owner- 
ship papers disclosed it ‘was list- 
ed in the name of Mrs. Peggy 
Smythe with ownership later 
transferred to a Coleman W. 
Smythe, Holleman said. 

He added that the search for 
Morris will continue, and that 
everything is being done to bring 
out the facts behind the escape. 

Morris had been held in the 
Gulfport jail since November 1955 
when he was extradited from New 
Orleans after being picked up by, 
Louisiana police and charged with 
the murder of Flink. 

Three trials with juries failing 
to agree on a verdict, and Judge 
Leslie B. Grant calling mistrials, 
created sensationalism here. 

Morris was denied bond by 
Judge Grant, and the Supreme 
Court set a Sept. 10 hearing for 
an appeal on the bond. A fourth 
trial of Morris was slated for 
September. in Bay St. Louis, 
with Judge Grant on the bench 
for the fourth time. 

Morris had also been indicted 
by a Jackson County Grand 
Jury on charges of posession of 
narcotics.

Hancock County Board of Super- 
visors in an all out effort to ob- 
tain a new hospital for Hancock 
County, Wednesday morning at 
the courthouse. 

Dr. Leroy McFarland and Dr. 
A. K. Martinolich presented in- 
formation which they had acquir- 
ed from J. W. Fowler, Chairman 
of the Mississippi Hospital Board 
Monday in Jackson. 

In the interest of securing an 
adequate hospital for the county, 
the trip to Jackson was made 
Monday by representation from 
the Board of Supervisors, City 
Commissioners and doctors. 

Detailed information was sup- 
plied by Fowler on Hill-Burton 
hospital plans to the delegation. 
They were advised that in the 
event the Board of Supervisors 
would be interested in making 
application for Hill-Burton funds 
the application would be placed 
on the A priority list inasmuch 
as the state hospital board real- 
ized the dire necessity of a hos- 
pital for this county.. However, 
many applications are already in 
for funds, and the priority list 
rotates with first applications giv- 
en first consideration. 

At the meeting Wednesday, R. 
G. Hubbard, board member who 
had made the trip to Jackson 
revealed information on the ap- 
proach to the State Board for 
federal funds. Dr. McFarland and 
Dr Martinolich also supplied in- 
formation on the status of main- 
tenance. approximate construction 
costs, etc. as well as records of 
maintenance from several estab- 
lished Hill-Burton hospitals op- 
erating in communities similar to 
Hancock County, relative to pop- 
ulation, income. etc. 

Leo Seal, who was present last 

zeck at the meeting was also at 

he meeting Wednesday. Seal 
ontended that investigation- on 

cart with information supplied 

1 from other counties where 
ıı Burton hospitals are estab- 
shed, led him to believe the op- 
rational costs for such a hospi- 
al would prove prohibitive for 
ais county without a substantial 
nerease in taxation. 

Dr. McFarland pointed out that 
štate Aid Funds, which alow 
$6.00 per day for charity pa- 
tients were mot used in Hancock 
County due to lack of “proper 
hospital facilities, and that a 10% 
minimum intake of charity pa- 
tients is allowable for these funds. 
Using the minimum intake. Dr. 
McFarland stated $16,000.00 a 
year would be available for main- 
tenance from the state, which 
would greatly reduce the county’s 
share of this burden. Hubbard 
stated that, this amount added to 
the two mills which the Board now 
uses for donations to the local 
hospital. and pays to outside hos- 
pitais for charity cases amounts 
to $20,000.00 annually, would pro- 
vide $36,000.00 yearly toward 
maintenance, and he felt the bal- 
ance needed would come from 
paying patients, and that the hos- 
pital could operate with little if 
any deficit, and with no tax in- 
crease. 

Dr. McFarland also stressed 
the fact that the King’s Daughters 
Hospital was under fire by the 
Mississippi Hospital Board, be-

fense exercise yet held.” ' 

The high point of the drill 
will start at 10 a. m. Friday, July 
12, with a simulated air attack 
on principal cities and targets in 
all 48 states. Local, state, regional, 
and national civil defense organi- 
zations will carry out survival 
exercises, which in many cases 
will include actual evacuations. 

For 55 hours, civil defense or- 
ganizations will test rescue and 
survival plans. 

In Jackson, the state_civil de- 
fense headquarters in the Capitol 
will operate around the clock. 
One-fourth of the city of Jackson 
will be evacuated in a test drive- 
out staged by the Jackson-Hinds 
Civil Defense Council. 

The Jackson Air Defense Fil- 
ter Center and Ground Observer 
Posts throughout the state will be 
engaged in a fullscale exercise. 

Many individual industries, like 
the Mississippi Power and Light 
Company will conduct their own 
emergency exercises. 

Mississippi cities‘ and towns are 
being invited to join in the ex- 
ercises. 

The drill test plans for protect- 
ing the Nation’s population in a 
nuclear attack, plotung radioac- 
tive fallout, and communications 
from the national level to towns 
and cities. 

Local and state civil defense 
organizations will start preparing 
for the simulated attack on Mon- 
day, July 8, and the public will 
be informed of the pending drill 
just as would be done in a period 
of rising world tensions when a 
real attack could be expected. 

On Monday, July 15, the fed- 
eral government will test its mo- 
bilization plans and local and state 
organizations will begin assessing 
the results of their exercises. “Op- 
eration Alert 1957” ends Friday, 
July 19.

“Two years’ records are now 
available and it appears that 
with a few more years of infor- 
mation, we will be able to deter- 
mine: (1) insect populations at a 
given pericd, (2) time of insect 
emergence, @) peaks of abun- 
dance,’ and (4) duraton of insect 
activity. 

“During the year it was possi- 
ble to correlate insect catches 
made by the traps with insect 
nonniatinns made hy other survey 
methods. The true army-worm, 
cotton bullworm and fall army- 
worm were some that were corre- 
lated. i 

“Weather definately affected 
the number of insects collected at 
any one time. Temperature was 
doubtless the controlling factor; 
when the temperature climbed, 
the number of insects caught in- 
creased, while at temperatures 
below 50 degrees few insects 
were taken. 

“Rain was also an important 
factor. On rainy nights almost no 
incests were taken. Rain follow- 
ing a long dry period seemed to 
soften the hard dry soil and per- 
mit the moths to emerge. Wind 
velocity was also a factor. 

“When temperature and other 
meteorological factors were fav- 
orable and the wind velocity was 
over 15 miles per hour the, num- 
ber of moths taken was gheatly 
reduced. Nights when the air was 
calm, other factors being equal, 
a greater number of insects were 
collected.”

Mississippi needs more. funds in 
order to be able to serve more 
people. ; 

“The disabled in Mississippi 
could have a` Vocational Reba- 
hilitation program twice the size 
of the present one” continued Mr. 
Smith “if we had adequate appro- 
tion to obtain. two federal dollars 
for each dollar our state sets 
aside to help the handicapped.” 

The Vocational Rehabilitation 
program in every state is adminis- 
tered only by the State agency, 
Mr. Smith pointed out. He ex- 
plained that although federal 
matching money is available on a 
matching basis, there are none 


of the usual “strings” attached to’ 


its use within the Staté, as so 
many people think at first. 

“The State Board of Vocational 
Education is the governing board 
for the operation of the Mississip- 
pi Vocational Rehabilitation Divis- 
ion?” Smith stated. He also 
pointed out that it was largely 
through the efforts of persons in 
the field of education that a pro- 
gram of Vocational Rehabilitation 
for civilians was first made pos- 
sible in 1920.
